POLITICAL POWEK. 


On another page we publish an article 


from the pen of George W. Gutiirie, of 
Pittsbnrg, on "Elections in Pennsylva- 
nia," in which the writer speaks with 
forceful words of political conditions in 
this State and suggests a partial remedy. 


The foundation of political power, as 


polities are regulated in Pennsylvania, is 
in the primary elections Mr. Guthrie 
believes—a fact which is also apparent 
to even a casual observer—and it is at 
these primaries that political wrongs 
mnst be corrected. 


Party conventions are composed of 


delegates chosen at the primaries and 
political organizations are constituted of 
party representatives chosen generally 
at the same time. On the qualities, then, 
of the men selected as delegates or com- 
mitteemen will depend the kind of a ticket 
nominated and the character of party 
management. Consequently, if a repre- 
sentative ticket is to be chosen, one con- 
taining the names of men who would 
seek, if elected, to give the public a fair 
aiid an honest administration of affairs, 
it is necessary that the voters, not a few 
of them, but all of them, take part at 
the primary elections. When the people 
art) indifferent, the boss, whose followers 
are always on hand to manage elections, 
makes the ticket and the office goes to 
the highest bidder. 


The primary elections should have the 


attention of every voter, because politics 
will be corrected and party management 
improved only by fearless determination 
on the part of the people to make the 
changes needed and overthrow the po- 
litical boss.

There is no doubt, it ie stated, that 


Quay went to Harrisburg Saturday night 
at least 30 votes short of the number 
necessary to nominate Pennypacker. 


From reliable sources it was learned 


that Elkin had 197 delegates pledged or 
instructed. Giving Watres the 31 con- 
trolled and Quay all the rest, although 
many of them were uninstructed, Quay 
only had 130 votes he could count on un- 
til he began missionary work. There was 
no time lost when the delegates began ar- 
riving on Monday and Tuesday. Quay 
agents were busy. On one pretext or an- 
other many whom it was considered pos- 
sible to get were brought direct to Quay's 
headquarters on Walnut street. Tfep> in 
a back room the Senator pieadeij&'i case. 
Usually some of the leaders of the county 
from which tbe delegates came were pres- 
ent. 
They always were when Federal and 


State official plums were the arguments of 
persuasion. When other means were em- 
ployed the meeting might have been in 
tbe Quay bouse, but more probably at 
some place Quay's agents had reserved 
for such purposes.

him not at all. He smiled grimly when 
these tokens of disapproval manifested 
themselves, and wore an air ol com- 
placency throughout the whole proceed- 
ing—a political boss satisfied with himself 
and his machine.

WHEAT FEKTILIZERS. 


THE PREPARATION OF THE LAND IN THE 


FALL AND THE PROPER APPLICATION 


OF PLANT FOODS. 


Aa the time is approaching for farmers 


to consider the purchasing of fertilizers 
for the wheat crop to bo aown in the fail 
they should carefully review their opera- 
tions of last season in order to avoid re- 
peating any mistake that may have 
been made. Although there are hun- 
dreds of farmers who fully understand 
the requirements of their soil and croys, 
and wbo buy intelligently, yet there are 
many who do not know what should be 
used on their crops f.u the best ad- 
vantage, in consequence of which they 
do not expend the appropriated for ferti- 
lizers m a manner to secure the beat 
possible results in yields. 


As a rule many farmers buy "phos- 


phate." As phosphate is only one kind 
of plant food, the farmer who relies upon 
it may be disappointed. 
Tne complete 


fertilizers contain nitrogen, potash and 
phosphate, the latter being procured for 
the soluble phosphoric acid contained, 
as the phosphate rock or bones used for 
fertilizer are usually put through a pro- 
cess of acidulation in order to render the 
phosphoric acid ivailufalv. Where man- 
ure and fertilizers are used together the 
result will always be satisfactory, and 
at an expense of about two or three 
dollars per acre for fertilizer the returns 
in yields of crops will be more than 
suflicient to pay for the fertilizer, give a 
larger yield aa well and leave the land in 
better condition. 


Some farmers, however, who keep 


large herds of cattle and have an abun- 
dance of manure, prefer to use only 
phosphates for wheat, as they regard the 
manure as sufficient for supplying the 
necessary potash, and if clover enters 
into the crop rotation the snpply of nit- 
rogen may be suflicient; but much de- 
pends upon the quality ot the manure 
and how it was kept. Phosphoric acid 
is the best of the fertilizers for the 
grains, but in growing a crop of wheat it 
ia important to have also a good growth 
of straw as well as well-ailed grains. 


The drilling of seed wheat is done 


easily and rapidly w.th the gram drill, 
which also has a fertilizer attachment 
for applying fertilizer at the same time. 
Ju addition to phosphate the farmer 
should use some potash, applying but 
little nitrogen in the fall, as an applica- 
tion of nitmte of soda in the spring on 
Kiovpiug wheat has a wonderful effect. 
1£ the nitrogen is applied m the fall 
there is a liability of some of It being 
carried ofl by rains and melting snows. 
Farmers who prefer to uaea nitrogenous 
fertilizer in the fall resort to ground 
dried blood, which is not as readily solu- 
ble as nitrate of soda. 


Aa the average yield of wheat in the 


L'n.ted States ia very low compared with 
the yields in European countries, it is 
evident that there is much room for im- 
provements in the growing of wheat. 
The time to begin is just before drilling

FORESTRY WORK ON SOUTH MOUN- 


TAIN RESERVATION. 


At its meeting in April, the Forestry 


-Ksaervation Commission decided to es- 
tablish, as soon as possible, a forest 
nursery and a wl'ite pine plantation on 
the South Mountain lieservaticn, near 
Mont Alto, Franklin county. Ia that 
neighborhood there are many acres of 
abandoned farm land, decreasing in 
value each year, but at present affording 
a splendid opportunity for beginning 
forestry work. It 18 the intention that 
these fields be planted up with valuable 
species In the near future. To do this 
it is cheaper for the State to grow its 
own tree stock than to buy their seed- 
lings from nurserymen, and pay the csyjt 
of transportation in addition. Accord- 
ingly, the flrst thing to be done was to 
locate and prepare a permanent nursery. 


-N'ot far from the house ol the person 


in charge of the work was a Ove-acre 
field that has been kept in good condi- 
tion, which proved to be the best avail- 
ab.e site, and of this the best half-acre 
was taken for immediate preparation. 
The soil is fairly good, and was covered i 
with a heavy clover sod. The ground 
slopes very gently to the northeast, and 
on the northwest, aoath and southeast 
sides of the field there is a strip of pine 
woods, affording a wind-break aud con- 
siderable shade in the afternoons. 


The half acre was laid ont in the form 


01? a rectangle, the long Hue running 
about S. Sfl 
•vv. After the removal of 


a number of stones and manuring, the 
ground was plowed and well harrowed 
The walks were staked out at rifrht 
angles, making in all thirty-six beds 
which are seventy-nine feet long and 
four feet wide. The outside walks are 
about four feet wide, and the remainder 
are threa feet. 
This length of the beds 


is in the direction of the loog line of the j 
rectangle. Tha beds were leveled after L ... 
the dirt from the walks was thrown up f •• i.-.^.Vrliu.M'i 
making them about one foot high.

Six pounds of white pine seed? 


aown at once. One bed was sown laoad- 
cast with one and a half pound. The 
remainder was pnt in drills aiiout six 
mehes apart, with about slx-tonths of a 
pound to the bed, or 316 square feet. 


Before very long twenty pounds of 


white pi'ie seeds will be planted. These 
twenty-six pounds should yield between 
200.0UO and 250,000 seedlings. 


Beside the ssed sown there has been 


planted in the nursery 10,000 one-year- 
old white pice seedlings. These were 
put in with dibbles, in rows six to eighs 
inches apart, and from three to four iu> 
ohes in the rows. Notwithstanding tie 
fact that the roots had already started 
this year's new growth and were very 
tender, and the inexperience of the men 
in regard to planting, these saedliags-are 
doing well. 


Also, aa a start on a per manes* planta- 


tion, 5,000 white pine seedlings from 
four to aix inches high -were? set out ou 
one of She vacant fields. The ground 
waa too wet to plow, ao holes had to ba 
dug with mattocks. The seedlings were 
set four feet apart aach way. These, 
too, had started Dew growth, but are do- 
ing better tbau was hoped for. 


ID a few days aome improvement cut- 


tings ia the young growth of the moun- 
tains will be made, and no doubt before 
the summer Is over some work on roads 
will be done.
